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DETAILED ACTION 
REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The reference 
to Bonnet et al (US 2004/0086721) is not deemed to anticipate the instant claims since 
the components do not provide for the ranges recited, nor teach in the direction of those 
ranges. As such, while there may be overlap in the amounts of the poly methyl 
methacrylate and elastomer inclusion of the impact copolymer, and there may be 
overlap of PVDF at 30 to 40% by weight of the composition, the reference, considered, 
as a whole teaches away from the compositional limitations set forth. Since there are no 
other outstanding issues with regard to the clarity or enablement of the claims, these 
claims are deemed to contain allowable subject matter. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the following formal 
matters:
